Foreign Missions. 
From the Philadelphian 
MISSIONS IN INDIA, 
Lerter From Maus, Reep. 

The Editor is indebted to a female friend for 
the following interesting Extract of a Letter, 
from Mrs. Reed, wife of Rev. Mr. Reed, Mis- 
sionary to Northern India, toa friend in this 
city, dated Catcurta, Nov. 15, 1833, 

Dear Sister M.—You will be sorry to hear 
that dear sister Lowrie is to all human appear- 
ance just on the verge of the grave. | think 
her health has fuiled every day since we lett 
our native land. Her afflictions have truly been 
mingled with many mercies, and while the Lord 
has gently taken down her tabernacle of clay, | 
he has also been preparing her soul for its up- | 
ward flight, to the mansions of eternal glory, 
Her life has been continued much longer than 
her expectations. While we were passing Dia- | 
mond Harbour she remarked to me, that that 
was the place where she expected to be buried, | 

lowever, the Lord has been much better to us 
than our fears, not ouly in continuing her with 
us, but also in raising up very dear Christian 
friends, in whom we find a congeniality of feel- | 
ing altogether unexpected by me. But the 

Christian religion unstes in one the hearts of its | 
possessors wherever they may be found, wheth- 
er in India, Africa, or America, so that the true 
child of God bas no reason to fear but that he 
will fil friends wherever the friends of Jesus 
are. We sent our letter of introduction to the 

Rev. W. H. Pierce, English Baptist Missionary 
in Caleutta, who on receiving it kindly sent a 
budgerow, xecompanied by Rev. George Pierce 
and brother Winslow, with an invitation to 
make his house our home, You, my dear sis- 
ter, can realize our feelings when we saw these 
dear Christian brethren. Beingsso long depriv- | 
ed of Christian society, and I may say, shut out 

from the world, it was truly a heart cheering 
and soul reviving feast. We left the ship in a 
budgeroe, and in a few hours were safely land- 
ed in the city of Caleutta. The distance from 
the river to Mr. P.’s house is about two miles, 

which we traveled in palankins, carried by four 

Bengalese. When I told sister L. 1 was writ- 

ing to you, she said, “ tell her for me, that if I 

was well | should have many things to say to 

her, and many of my Philadelphia friends; 
but now earth is almost out of sight.” Oneday, 

while on board ship, L asked her, how she felt 
about the friends she left behind? She replied, 
since Lleft my native shores, I have endeav- | 
ored to become dead to the world and to have 
the world dead to me. In this she appears to 
have succeeded, for not one anxious thought or 
regret have | heard her express since our arri- 
val. Her mind seems perfectly free from cares | 
or concern about the future. Death is unmask- 
ed of its terrors, and to her is more desirable 
than life. By this Providence, the Lord evi- 
dently designs to teach us an important lesson 
which I hope we shall not be slow to learn, But | 
O, my dear sister, we need your prayers, and | 
the prayers of all that love the cause, for we are 

but dust and ashes, and our lives are like a shad- | 
ow.

Here, idolatry cannot long | 
stand itsground, Christianity or infidelity must | 
sueceed it; and it dependson the piety and zeal 
of Missionaries, and of the people of God to de- 
termine how long the final triumph of the Gos- 
pel shall be delayed.’ ; 

Three newspapers are now published in Cal- 
cutta by native editors; one a decided advocate 
of Christianity; and all of them quite as favora- 
ble to it as to Hindooism or Infidelity. 

The Directors of the London Missionary So- 
ciety, in view of the existing state of India, 
have published to the world their conviction, 
that “ idolatry is not long to be the religion of 
India; that the mighty fabrie of Hindooism is 
tottering; and many, even of its greatest vota- 
ries, are now apprehensive of its fall.”

700 miles up the Irawaddy river from Rangoon 
to Ava, accompanied by two native preachers, 
probably exceeds in interest any similar intelli- 
gence, except the journals of M. Gutzlaff in 
China. The tour oceupied fifty-four days, and 
they passed through about three hundred Bur- 
man erties or villages, where they preached and 
distributed about 15,000 Tracts, 

At Tharet, siys Mr. Kincaid, while giving 
awny ‘Tracts to a erowd of people thatlined the 
shore, a young man came near and said, * Will 
you give me St. Johu’s History of Christ,and the 
Acts of the Apostles?” Itappeared that broth- 
er Judson had given these to him at Prome; but 
when the city was burned he lost them. | gave 
him the hooks and four ‘Tracts. He immediate- 
ly disappeared; bye two miles above, came to 
the hoat again amd said, “There is a man in 
this city besides me, who believes in Jesua 
Christ, and he wants to see the teacher, and get 
books, but thinks the boat js away.” We fale 
lowed the young man; and how were we sur- 
prised and almost overjoyed to find a venerable 
old man full of faith and hope in Christ, though 
he had no other teacher than St. John’s History 
of Christ, and the View, accompanied by the influ- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. He said he bad loved 
Christ for about two years, and his language 
was that of a man acquainted with his own 
heart. He spoke distinetly of the carnal and 
spiritual mind, and of regeneration. The young 
man had read the books received from brother 
Judson to this old man; and both I trust, are 
born of God, To find two pilgrims in this great 
desert—to hear them speak so boldly and deei- 
dedly of their love to Christ, in the presence of 
more than 40 persons filled me with joy.

Meetings in New York. 


American Seamen’s Friend Society, 
‘The sixth anniversary meeting of this society was 


| held on Monday evening in the Chatham street Chap- 


el. The violent storm prevented a full attendance, 
but a respectable number of the friends of seamen 
were present. ‘lhe President of the society, A. Van 
Sinperen, Esq. took the chair, and after prayer by 
the Rev. WM. P. Squier, the Rev. Mr. Greenleaf, 
Secretary of the society, read the annual report, [an 
abstract of which will be found in the last Recorder. ] 

The following resolutions were then moved, sec- 
onded, and adopted: 

1. Resolved, That the report now read be accept- 
ed and printed: 

2. Resolved, That the extent and commercial im- 
portance of the in/and waters of our country, and 
the increasing number and intluence of those engaged 
in doing business upon those waters, call for immedi- 
ate and vigorous efforts to furnish the means of moral 
and religious improvement to this class of men. 

3. Resolved, ‘That while the religious and moral 
improvement of seamen promises incalculable advan- 
tage to the interest of commerce, we have stronger 
motives to persevere in our efforts, from a regard to 
the temporal and eternal welfare of those whuse busi- 
ness is upon the mighty deep.

The meeting was addressed by Rev. Mr..Mitchel!, 
Seamen's Chaplain at Charleston; Rev. Mr. Peet, 
Agent of the Society, late of Cleaveland, Ohio; Pe- 
latiah Perit, Esq. of N. York; Captain Richardson, 
of the ship Poland; Robert Wilkinson, Esq. of 
of Poughkeepsie; and Rev. Edward Kingsford, of 
Plymouth, England. 

Mr. Pre in moving the second resolution, present- 
ed an interesting statistical view of the canals, riv- 
ers, lakes and inland navigation, of the great west. 

Mr. Perit dwelt on the effect of the religious in- 
struction of seamen upon their fidelity and etliciency, 
and quoted the testimony of Capt Parry, who, in his 
perilous voyages, had alw ays found that the men upon 
whom he could place the greatest reliance in any 
emergency, were uniformly those who most diligently 
read their Bibles, and who mere most conscientious 
in the performance of religious duties. 

Captain RicHarpson, said, that for the last 30 
years he had been a seaman in all grades of service, 
from cabin-boy to commander of aship. A little 
more than ten years since he first felt the need of 
personal religion, and soon after he became deeply 
uupressed with the importance of efforts for the reli- 
givus instruction of seamen. About that time he 
attended a meeting in behalf of seamen in Wall 
street, and was mach struck with the declaration of a

Chronicle of April 26, a paper, as will be perceived, 
published in the midst of slavery, which as a matter 
of course, throws all the blaine on the negroes. 

Horrid Outrage.—Two white men, (negro tra- 
ders,) named Jesse and John Kirby, from Georgia, 
were most inhumanly murdered by their negroes on 
the night of the 22d inst. in the vicinity of Prince Ed- 
ward C. H. ‘Their throats were cat, and the head of 
one cleft open with an axe. 

Two negroes were the active perpetrators of the act 
—but ethers are supposed to be accomplices. Seven 
of them are now going at large—three men two boys 
and two women, ‘They are from Maryland, and will 
no doubt attempt to get back ;— [since taken. } 

The unfortunate men were robbed of all their mon- 
ey by these inhuman villians, supposed to amount to 
3000 dollars.
